Mary Tumllty 
Deservas Award 

I am terribly distressed by 
the bitterness and dischord 
reflected in the letters to the 
editor over the nomination 
of Mary Tumilty as Citizen 
of the Year. 1 would like to 
address myself to some of 
these remarks. 

1 do not really think Mary 
Tumilty brought about the 
library addition “just for 
herself and the library so she 
could have a better office to 
work in for her salary.’’ 
Undoubtedly she will enjoy 
the office for the few years 
she has remaining, but this 
was planned for future lib¬ 
rarians. This was her legacy 
to the city. 

The nominating committee 
took into account the fact 
that she is a paid librarian, 
but we all felt strongly that 
her contribution in bringing 
about the additon was above 
and beyond her duties as lib¬ 
rarian. Moreover, her regu¬ 
lar job and her work on the 
addition were completely 
separate. I know of no city 
employee who raised private¬ 
ly the amount necessary to 
accomplish this. Further¬ 
more, this addition was but 
the culmination of years she 
has served as a volunteer. For 
instance; as a member of the 
Friends of the Sierra Madre 
Library, she was in charge 
of the Art Fair for three 


years, during which time pro¬ 
fits accrued. She has been 
president of the Friends of 
the Sierra Madre Library. She 
was on the Board of Direc¬ 
tors and was president of 
the Friends of California Lib¬ 
raries. She worked with and 
was president of the Repub¬ 
lican Club of Sierra Madre, 
served on the Altar Guild 
and Parents’ Club at Ascen¬ 
sion, and is on the Vestry 
and Altar Guild of her 
church in Monrovia. She did 
work as a Girl Scout lead¬ 
er. She is a member of and 
contributes financially to the 
Rose Float Association, 
SMEAC, and the Historical 
Society.

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Sierra Madrean Bows 
To ‘Sound of the Flute’ 


"The Sound of the Flute” 
has followed Raoul Fajardo 
throughout his life, from his 
birth and boyhood in Cuba 
to his present home in Sierra 
Madre. And he chose that 
name for his latest book, 
an autobiographical paper¬ 
back now available at the 
local “Keepsake” on Bald¬ 
win Ave. 

Not only has the wood¬ 
wind instrument been a joy 
in times of both happiness 
and stress, it is also the center 
of one of his inventions. 

It’s the Fajardo double 
adjustable flute wedge head-1 
joint sponsored by W. T. 
Armstrong Company, a 
world-famous flute and 
piccolo maker. 

Normally a flute, whether 
it’s made of metal or wood, 
has a removable headjoint 
that serves to tune a flute. 
Fajardo’s invention starts 
with Boehm’s original con¬ 
cept of a fully cylindrical 
flute but streamlines it a bit. 

His experiments with the 
headjoint determined that fit¬ 
ting different headjoints on 
different flutes could change 
the tonal quality. He took 
two flute bodies, one of metal 
and one of wood having the 
same inside diameters, and 
tested various headjoints with 
each. There was an 80'?'( 
of sound differential. This 
proved to him that he was 
on the right track. 

Fajardo found that by 
placing a wedge of pre-de- 
termined proportions inside 
a cylindrical headjoint he 
could accomplish the taper 
requirements identified by 
Boehm, keep the three oc¬ 
taves in tun6^_and at..,ihe 
same time achieve the added 
advantage of many varia¬ 
tions in the headjoint taper. 
And through rotation of the 
wedge, Fjardo could change 
the air stream enough to ob¬ 
tain the wide range of tonal 
characteristics he desired.

He seems to be a multi¬ 
talented and multi-faceted 
personality with interests not 
only in the sciences but also 
in the arts which could and 
did lead to those personal 
conflicts in his life.

His 
book reveals the inner 
“Ralph” from the sophis¬ 
tication of Santiago, Cuba 
to the shores of the United 
States, from the elegant car¬ 
nival life of that southern 
island to army life during

Fajardo was concerned by 
technical questions relating 
to traditional religious con¬ 
cepts as opposed to new in¬ 
sights of sceintific tech¬ 
nology. And when he spoke 
his original latter day Bibli¬ 
cal “Beatitudes” before stu¬ 
dents at PCC, he proved to 
him.self that he would spend 
his life “going to join the 
sound of the flute.”

driver in question knows the 
students but calls attention to 
another problem: substitute 
drivers who do not know all 
the students who are riding 
on his or her bus. 

“When there is a substi¬ 
tute driver, all students must 
have passes and IDs to get 
to and from school because 
that’s the only way the driver 
can identify the student. If 
a regular driver has been let¬ 
ting students on the bus with¬ 
out a pass and a new driver 
comes aboard, it upsets all 
the rules,’’ Fasick contends. 
Bus passes were implemented 
two years ago, and were re¬ 
vised this past year to con¬ 
tain photos of the children, 
also. 

Fasick says “This is prob¬ 
ably the best year we’ve had. 
There are less problems and 
the kids can’t give phony 


names anymore. Before we 
had bus passes, not only 
phony names were given but 
there were fights on the bus. 
And kids who were ineligible 
got on the bus. The trans¬ 
portation committee made 
up of board members, parents 
and myself tried to change 
all that. This year we went 
through quite a bit of ex¬ 
pense to get those bus passes 
made. It’s difficult for 
parents who work but what 
can we do? 

“If youngsters lose their 
bus pass, there’s a procedure 
at each school for applying 
for another. The child is al¬ 
lowed to go home on a memo 
that requests his new pass. I 
hate to leave any youngster 
on a corner. The students as 
well as the school officials 
must go through certain pro-

Betts Explains New Law 


With the passage of laws 
handing much stiffer penal¬ 
ties to Californians arrested 
for drunk driving. Sierra Ma¬ 
dre Police Chief Bill Betts 
is taking a “wait and see” 
stance. 

Since the first of the year 
two persons have been ar¬ 
rested here on that charge 
and Betts explains, “We are 
supporting the new law and 
hope the criminal justice sys¬ 
tem does likewise. There may 
be difficulty so far as pri¬ 
soner housing is concerned 
and I hope that ctm be worked 
out. We haven’t seen the 
finished product yet since 
these two persons arrested 
on the drunk driving charge 
are yet to receive their sen¬ 
tences.” 

The total impact will be 
seen in three months because 


that is when “we can see 
how the new law is work¬ 
ing and we will be able to 
speak more accurately then,” 
Betts says. 

According to a release 
from Attorney General George 
Deukmejian, this year there 
will be 75,000 injuriis and 
2500 deaths due to alcohol- 
related traffic accidents in 
California alone. 

A first-time offense, he ex¬ 
plains, will carry a mandatory 
$375 fine plus restricted driv¬ 
ing privileges or 48 hours in 
the county jail. Repeat offend¬ 
ers can get up to a maxi¬ 
mum $1000 fine and one year 
in the county jail. If some¬ 
one is injured in the accident, 
the drunk driver may go to 
state prison even on a first 
conviction.

freedom, however when that 
opinion indirectly hurts an 
innocent individual and ex¬ 
poses them to a questioning 
of their motives it is of no 
value whatsoever. A writer 
whose opinions violate the 
principles of fairness and ob¬ 
jectivity and in so doing de¬ 
rides the efforts of others 
should not be given the pri¬ 
vilege of anonymity. I ap¬ 
plaud Celeste Morrison for 
having the courage of her 
convictions to sign her name 
to the letter she wrote even 
though 1 cannot agree with 
all of her statements and 
points of view. 

I emphatically believe 
enough in what 1 am say¬ 
ing to willingly sign this letter 
and I will gladly accept the 
responsibility to be held ac¬ 
countable for the statements 
I make. 

What was of such great 
value to the people who had 
to remain anonymous (other 
than saving face) that their 
names be protected at the ex¬ 
pense of innocent individuals. 

I also question if some of 
the writers in their fervor 
gave any thought to'how by 
publicly voicing dissatis¬ 
faction they have diminished 
the qualilty of a beautiful 
award. 

In any given year there will 
always be people in the com¬ 
munity who disagree with the 
choice of Citizen of the Year 
but are the present state¬ 
ments an indication of the 
criticism future recipients 
might expect? Will each one 
have to publicly account for 
what they achieved or how in 
other’s opinions they fell 
short of the goal? Consider 
this! Future Citizens of the 
Year may have to face the 
prospects that in being recog-

nized for their accomplish¬ 
ments may have to accept 
verbal abuse along with some 
scorn and bitterness thrown 
in. Could it be possible that 
eventually a person who is 
nominated will simply de¬ 
cline because they may not 
be willing to take the “heat.” 

The Chamber of Commerce 
nomination form very dis¬ 
tinctly states, “This is not a 
popularity contest.” By the 
tone of one letter in the Forum 
it appears that this is what 
they wish to make it. 

Although the nominating 
committee serves under the 
auspices of the Chamber of 
Commerce it is not at the dis¬ 
posal of any individual or 
community organization. 
Since there is no scientific, 
computerized method to 
select the Citizen of the Year 
we must be satisfied with the 
best efforts of well inten- 
tioned, yet fallible human 
beings. The selection com¬ 
mittee 1 can imagine has a 
very difficult task to per¬ 
form and they made a de¬ 
cision after careful delibera¬ 
tion. I am sorry that they 
too are being subjected to 
criticism and second guessing 
as to how they reached their 
conclusion. 

The Sierra Madre News 
under the existing ownership 
has avoided being entrapped 
into being a forum for sore 
losers and people who have 
axes to grind. You have also 


avoided the pitfalls of losing 
your objectivity. For these 
reasons it is my personal opin¬ 
ion that the contents of let¬ 
ters in the Public Forum 
column must be carefully 
scrutinized and weighed 
against underlying motives 
before publishing them an¬ 
onymously.

Fasick continues, “At El¬ 
liot if a child realizes he has 
lost his pass, the driver won’t 
let him on the bus. Then the 
youngster should talk with 
an aide who will probably 
see that the youngster gets on 
a late bus. That’s what those 
late buses are for — and they 
leave between 4:30 and 5 
p.m. We’re not trying to 
penalize children but we’re 
trying to get them to accept 
responsibility. They should 
read the student handbook 
so they will know what be¬ 
havior we expect. Some 
drivers are strict, some 
lenient. 1 have inspectors 
who meet with the principals 
on student problems. They 
also ride the buses to see how 
things are going. I personally 
like the rules and regula¬ 
tions.” 

Fasick pointed to a memo 
he had received last week 
cautioning school officials to 
censure bus drivers who are 
allowing some students with¬ 
out proper passes to board 
buses. 

There are three buses pick¬ 
ing up Sierra Madre students. 
Bus drivers are chosen by the 
bus line and the entire school 
system uses Embree Buses. 


Drivel s must have 20 hours 
behind the wheel on the 
actual bus they are going to 
be driving and 20 hours of 
classroom instruction. They 
are also taught first aid and 
defensive driving, Fasick says. 
They must take a written test 
given by the California High¬ 
way Patrol. 

Can drivers be fired if they 
are not “compatible”? Ac¬ 
cording to Fasick, that’s up 
to the bus company. 

“1 can transfer drivers, 
however. We also have to 
take into consideration that 
some drivers aren’t compa¬ 
tible with children.” 

Fasick concluded, “If 
parents wish to meet with 
me.
